PARIS, March 19.—(#)—Appre- 
hensive over the demands of Chan-

SPIRITED DEBATE 
MARKS PASSAGE 


Republicans Make Re- 
peated Demands for Ad- 
ministration’s ‘Attitude 
Toward Proposal. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—(4)— 
In spite of administration indiffer- 
ence, the house today passed a silver 
remonetization-farm relief bill by a 
majority that ran well over the two- 
thirds vote required by the procedure 
under which it was considered. 

Voting 257 to 112 it was sent to 
the senate the Dies bill directing that 
silver be accepted at a premium above 
the world price in exchange for agri- 
cultural commodities in which a sur- 
plus exists. The metal thus reeeiyed 
would be used as backing for new is- 
sues of silver certificates. 

The debate was punctuated by in- 
sistent and repeated demands from 
republican regulars for a statement 
of the administration’s position on 
the measure. But, the nearest thing 


to a definite answer that they receiv- 
ed was a statement by Representatives 


| Dies, democrat, Texas, that: Secretary 


Morgenthau had not opposed the bill 
in committee. 
Another Bill Blocked. 

However, a little earlier the admin- 
istration by an adroit move had ef- 
fectively headed off a vote on another 
silver measure, the Fiesinger bill di- 
recting the treasary to buy 1,500,000,- 
000 ounces of the white metal. in an 
effort to enhance its price. 

Secretary Morgenthau called in re- 
porters to announce that Professor 
James Harvey Rogers. one of the 
presidents confidential monetary ad- 
visors, would leave soon for China to 
study the effect of an increased world 
silver price on oriental purchases in 
the United States. 

This assurance that the admjuis- 
tration had not definitely closed the 
door to further action to help the eco- 
nomic status of the silver-producing 
states caused Speaker Rainey to con- 
fine the vote today to the Dies bill. 
The silver leaders credited the admin- 
istration action, too, with decreasing 
the vote which they otherwise would 
have commanded. 

“Mr. Rogers sails in a day or two,’ 
Morgenthau said. “He goes to study 
the silver situation. There seems to 
be two schools of thought on silver. 
One is that an increased price for 
silver will mean greater exports from 
the United States to China. The 
other is that if the price of silver 
is increased, China will have to cur-

High Court To Pass 
On Oil Test Case 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—(UP) 
The supreme court hastened its usual- 
ly slow routine today to take jurisdic- 
tion in the government's appeal in a 
petroieum test case, involving many 
essential features of the national in- 
dustrial recovery act. This was taken 
to mean that the important questions 
raised will be disposed of before ad- 
journment in June.

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Woods Sate in South Shows 
Advantages for Pulp Industry 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The 
11 southern states extending from Vir- 
ginia to Texas constitute a vast for- 
est empire which aside from its tim- 
ber resources offers tremendous pos- 
sibilities for the development’ of a 
great paper and pulp industry, ac- 
cording to a survey just made publie 
here by the United States forestry 
service of the department of agri- 
culture. 

In a report to the department here, 
Director E. L. Demmon, of the south- 
ern forest experiment station at New 
Orleans, declared that the southern 
states, as a field for forestry develop- 
ment, have outstanding advantages 
among which are approximately 200,- 
000.000 acres of forest or cut-oyer 
land with a possible volume of annual 
wood production under a program of 
adequate forest protection and man- 
agement which is capable of proving 
a highly important factor in the eco- 
nomic and social process of the seuth. 


Incidental to the report, the Geor- 
gia congressional delegation is plan- 
ning to hold a meeting tomorrow for 
the purpose of protesting against a 
proposed amendment to the paper and 
pulp NRA code under which further 
installation of paper and pulp mak- 
ing machinery would be prohibited. 

Representative Carl Vinson, of Mill- 
edgeville, dean of the state delegation, 
in ealling the meeting said that the 
purpose of the proposed amendment 
was to prevent the development of a 
great newsprint and paper industry 
in the south in keeping with experi- 
ments made by Dr. Charles Herty, of 
Savannah, who has shown that news- 
print can be made from Georgia scrub 
and slash pine more cheaply than in 
Canada, the source of much of the 
American supply. 

Senators To Join. 

Both Senator Walter F. George and 
Senator Richard B. Russell Jr., of 
Georgia, will join with the house men- 
bers in vigorously opposing adoption 
of the proposed code amendment. 

Among the south’s advantages in 
forestry, Mr. Demmon listed its great 
number of valuable fast-growing na- 
tive timber species, its long growing 
season, its abundant. rainfall, the 
comparatively easy conditions for log- 
ging, the relative ease and low cost 
at which forest crops can be produced, 
and proximity of great timber mar- 
kets. 

“The south,” Demmon declared, 
“has long been an outstanding source 
of lumber and other forest products. 
One reason for this is that it leads 
all other sections of the United States 
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in area of commercial forest land, 
with 39 per cent of the total for the 
country. Within its borders, 73 per 
cent of all land is either in forest or 
has been cut over and now lies idle; 
64 per cent of its gross area is com- 
mercial forest land. Although — the 
south has only 12 per cent of the 
volume of merchantable saw timber 
of the nation, it exceeds in this re- 
spect all other regions except the Pa- 
cific coast. As an industry, the for- 
est of the south ranks second only 
to agriculture in importance. Forest 
products cut and sold on farms rank 
fourth among all farm crops in the 
south, with a total. annual income 
to the farmers of more than $82,000,- 
000. ‘These facts represent some of 
the high lights in the story of the 
importance of the forests of the 


south.” 
4 Wood Types. 

The southern forest empire consists 
principally of (1) long leaf-slash pine; 
(2) short leaf-loblolly pine; (3) up- 
land hardwood, and (4) bottom Iand 
hardwood. Sixty-eight per cent of the 
total commercial forest area is occu- 
pied by pine types. 

Outside of the 14,000,000 acres of 
original virgin timber that remains 
uncut an equal area has been so se- 
verely cut or burned that it will not 
reproduce naturally in commercial 
quantities within 20 years. Demmon 
asserted. The remainder of the com- 
mercial forest area, 163,000,000 acres, 
is in second growth ranging from 
seedlings to saw timber, which had 
replaced the original forest stands. 
This ability to regenerate rapidly and 
produce saw timber at an early age 
1S important in the practice of forestry 
in the south. 

According to Demmon, practically 
all the forest land in the south is in 
private ownership, 98 per cent of the 
area and 98 per cent of the volume 
of timber are in private hands, if the 
12,500,000 acres of tax forfeited for- 
est lands (8 per cent of the total for- 
est areas) are included as _ private 
lands. In fact, nearly one-half of all 
privately owned forest land in the na- 
tion is in the south, but only 12 per 
cent of the volume of merchantable 
saw timber. In per cent of volume of 
merchantable saw timber, the south 
leads all regions except the Pacific 


coast. 
South Exeeds. 

“From the standpoint of current 
growth of wood,” Demmon said, “the 
south exceeds all the remaining for- 
ests of the nation. In total volume 
of saw timber and cord-wood com- 
bined, the forest service estimates show 
the south’s forests to be producing at 
the current growth rate of about 4.8 
billion cubic feet annually, or 54 per 
cent of that for the United States as 
a whole, In saw timber growth alone, 
the forests of the south are growing

U. S. COURT REVERSES 


WAR RISK JUDGMENT 


NEW ORLEANS, March 19.—()

US TAX COLLECTIONS 
REACH HIGH LEVEL 


Receipts Already Substan- 
tially Greater Than Fiscal 
Year of 1933. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—(4)— 
Government receipts for the 1934 
fiscal year, which ends June 30, to- 
day reached $2,132,545,000—or more 
than was. collected in the entire fiscal 
year of 1933 when receipts came to 
$2,079,969,742. 

New taxes, including those on agri- 
cultural processing and distilled spir- 
its, were important contributors to 
the larger revenue. 

Income tax collections for the fiscal 
year to March 16, the latest day 
available, were $482,212,000 as 
against $453,007.000 last year. 

Deposits on income taxes during 
March were $125,005,359 as  com- 


pared with $69,667,920 last March, 


when banks were closed. 

Actual collections, however, have 
exceeded $150,000,000 but will not 
show on the treasury’s daily state- 
ment until checks have cleared and 
the cash is actually on deposit. 

Expenditures for the fiscal year 
to date were $4,589,680,000, as com- 
ured with $3,595,878,000 last year. 

his year’s deficit was $2,457,135,000, 
as compared with $2,234.280,000 in 
1933. Emergency expenditures dur- 
ing the fiscal year were $2,652,216,- 
000, or more than the deficit.

DECLARED MISTRIAL 


Oil Committee Secretary 
Fined $10 for Contempt 
in G. E. Crow Action. 


A second mistrial in the $100,000 
damage suit of G. E. Crow against 
D. D. Shermer and Genera] Oil Com- 
pany for the death two years ago of 
Mrs. Crow was ordered in city court 
Monday by Judge Hugh M. Dorsey, 
after the latter had imposed a $50 
fine, later reduced to $10, on Neal 
Printup, secretary of the Georgia Pe- 
troleum Industries committee, for con- 
tempt of court.

Mrs. Crow, wife of the plaintiff in 
the suit, was burned to death in an 
explosion at her home, said to have 


been caused by the use of oil sold by 
the defendants,

ROOSEVELT SEEKS 
INDUSTRIAL BANKS 


President Asks Aid for 
“Smaller Medium-Sized 
_Industrialist.” 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—()— 
President Roosevelt today asked con 


gress to set up 12 industrial credit 
banks which he had been told would 


safeguard the jobs of 346,000 persons he 


and create work for 378,000 more. 
Legislation to allow the federal re- 
serve system to create the banks, fi- 
nancing them by selling $140,000,000 
of stock to the treasury, was intro- 
duced in both houses immedi-tely after 
the president's wishes were made 
known to chairmen of the senate and 


house banking committees. 

_ he plight of the ‘small or medium- 
size’ industrialist was stressed by Mr. 
Roosevelt, and he cited results of a 
Survey indicating that such industry 
was badly in need of $700,000,000 of 
working capital. 

The president asked for “early con- 
sideration” of his proposal, pointing 
out that the situation called for “im- 
mediate relief.” 

The president's letter to Chairmen 
Fletcher and Steagall, of the senate 
and house banking committees, said 
the proposed banks should be con- 
trolled by directorates,” a majority of 
which will themselves be industrial- 
ists.” 

Deeply Concerned. 

“I have been deeply concerned,” Mr. 
Roosevelt said, “with the situation in 
our small industries. In numberless 
cases their working capital has beeu 
lost or seriously depleted. 

“We have afforded much aid in the 
recovery of agriculture, commerce, our 
larger industries and our financial in 
stitutions, and our improved conditivn 
nationally furnishes full justification 
for these efforts. We must continue in 
behalf of the medium-size man in in- 
dustry and commerce.” 

The credit banks proposed in the 
bills introduced would be chartered by 
‘the existing federal reserve banks and 
be operated subject to the regulations 
of the reserve board. They could set 
up branches, and their length of life 
would be determined by the reserve 
board. 

The banks would be authorized to 
make loans direct to an established 
industrial or commercial business that 
was “unable to obtain requisite fi- 
nancial assistance on a_ reasonable 
basis from the usual sources.” But 
such direct loans would be made only 
in exceptional cases, and the main 
business would he to lend for as long 
as five years to industry and coin 
merce through banks or other financial 
institutions. 

The reserve banks would set up the 
banks for industry with $140,000,000 
of capital obtained by selling stock in 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration. The industrial banks could 
augment their capital by sale of stock, 


and borrow on debentures up to five 
times their capital and surplus.

cates against it. 

These would be used to compensate 
the producers of the commodities sold 
under the plan. 

At the outset of the debate, Dies 
disclaimed any interest in the ques- 
tion from the point of view of the 
inflationist or the man from the sil- 
ver states, and placed himself with 
the group who were behind the bill 
as a farm relief measure. 

“I’m not interested in silver as 
money,” he said. “I’m interested in 
the benefits that will flow to agri- 
culture if we increase the purchasing 
power of that half of the world that 
uses silver.” 

He denied the contention of op- 
ponents that the measure would flood 
the country with silver from’ the 
orient with the result that the price 
of the’ metal would fall away to a 
negligible figure. On the contrary, 
he asserted, if 5,000,000,000 ounces 
of the world’s 11,000,000,000 ounces 
of silver were impounded in_ the 
treasury, the price of the metal would 
increase to $2.38 an ounce. It is 
now less than 45 cents for metal other 
than newly mined, which is sold to 
the government for 641-2 cents. 

Representative Eltse, republican, 
California, described the bill as “dan- 
gerous” and called it “a bit of mone- 
tary folly.” It would permit, ~ he 
argued, the issuance of $2,000,000,- 
OOO in new silver currency backed by 
only $1,400,000,000 in actual silver. 

“Thus,” he said, “if the certificates 
were presented for redemption — the 
treasury would have to ‘dig down 
into its pockets’ to the extent of a 
$600,.000,000 — loss. 

“Tf such a raid on the treasury

1S, ARGENTINA 
SEEK TRADE PACT 


South American Country 
Desperately in Need of 
Meat Market. 


By GIDEON SEYMOUR. 


Efforts to bring about a_ reciprocal 
trade agreement between the United 
States and Argentina, both producing 
many identical commodities, will put 
the Roosevelt administration’s tariff 
program to-its sternest test in South 
America, officials said here today. 

Commerce between the two nations 
is at present on an exchange basis. 
Until last year, Argentine habitually 
bought: fwice as much from the Unit- 
ed States as it sold there, but this 
year the government has decided to 
permit importation of American goods 
only to the amount of American dol- 
lars received for Argentine products 
sold in the American market. 

If emerican families served Argen- 
tine beef once a month and Pata- 
gonian mutton once a year, Argentina 
would be one of the brightest stars in 
the United States’ foreign trade firra- 
ment, the officials asserted, in urging 
that steps be taken to study the pos- 
sibility of Argentine meat imports 
into the New York area, or possibly 
the entire country. 

Meat is the product for which Ar- 
gentina desperately wants a foreign 
market. Meat is the password to a 
high, wide bridge of commerce _be- 
tween this country and the United 
States. And meat is the _ barrier 
which the two nations, in trade talks, 
avoid or are stranded upon. 

All 
ports constitutes less than % per cent 
of the consumption of the United 
States, which eats more meat than 
any other country. Thirty per cent 
of the United States’ consumption 1s 
within about 100 miles of New York 
city. The port at which Argentine 
meat could be delivered most eco- 
nomically. : 

The annual Argentine production of 
mutton for export would not provide 
a meal a year for all the residents of 
the United States, and Argentina is 
ready to make far-reaching conces- 
sions in return for a meat outlet. 

For six years, because of foot-and- 
mouth disease among Argentine cat- 
tle, Argentine meat has been barred 
from the United States except in 
eans. Argentina calls the ban bald 
super-protectionism disguised as Aa 
sanitary measure. Officials declared 
that suitable inspection could be made 
there of all meats, permitting exports 
without danger to American herds.
